—NOTICE REGARDING PUBLIC COMMENT —

Members of the public may address the Board during the "Public Comment" segment of the
meeting. Each speaker should sign the Public Comment Sheet available at the rear of the
meeting room at least ten minutes before the meeting is called to order. Each speaker should
limit his or her comments to three minutes. The Chairman may limit both the number of
speakers and the time allotted for each speaker.
